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QUILT EXPERTS GATHER FOR FREE QUILT CLINICS AT THE CMA 
JUNE 27 AND JULY 11 

CLEVELAND — Historic American quilts will be celebrated during two free clinics at the 
Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA). These quilt clinics, organized by the Textile Art Alliance, 
a CMA affiliate group, will take place June 27 and July 1 1 from 2 to 4 p.m. Owners of 
historic quilts may bring 1 to 3 quilts any time between 2 and 4 p.m. for identification, 
exclusive of monetary appraisals. 

Quilt expert and author Ricky Clark will discuss all the quilts brought in to the clinics. As 
a member of the Ohio Quilt Research Project, Ms. Clark participated in many of the “Quilt 
Demonstration Days” at which the Project documented approximately 7,000 quilts throughout 
Ohio. Ms. Clark will comment informally on the pattern, age, and character of the historic quilts. 
An Affiliate Scholar at Oberlin College, Ms. Clark is the author of Quilted Gardens: Floral 
Quilts of the Nineteenth Century and is editor and co-author of Quilts in Community: Ohio 's 
Traditions. The latter won both a 1992 Ohioana Book Award from the Ohioana Libraiy 
Association and a 1992 Outstanding Achievement Award from the Ohio Association of Historical 
Societies and Museums. 

In addition to Clark’s lively commentary, quilters from several Cleveland communities 
will demonstrate handpiecing, applique, and quilting. Three to four of these artists — all 
members of CMA’s Textile Art Alliance — will participate each day. Among them will be: Jan 
Burgwinkle, Cleveland Heights, (events coordinator); Dorothy Fusselman, Chagrin Falls; Barb 
Lind, Cleveland Heights; Ruta Marino, Shaker Heights; Sharon Markovic, Seven Hills; Kathleen 
VanMeter, Elyria; and Marty Young, Cleveland Heights. 

Participants should enter through the main lobby where they will be directed to the 
appropriate classrooms. There will be no admittance through the south entrance.
